WITHOUT OBJECTION TO SYG S PROPOSAL THAT FORMER IRISH 
FONMIN MCBRIDE BE APPOINTED UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA 
FOR INITIAL ONE- YEAR PERIOD BEGINNING JAN. 1, 1974 
(ITEM 70(E). A/9465). PRES BENITES (ECUADOR) STATED EXTENSIVE 
CONSULTATIONS INDICATED THAT, BECAUSE OF RECENT ME 
DEVELOPMENTS, THERE WAS GENERAL SENTIMENT NOT TO TAKE UP 
ME ITEM AT PRESENT. IT WAS FELT SESSION SHOULD BE RESUMED 
IF CIRCUMSTANCES WARRANTED, AND IF PRES, AFTER CONSULTING 
WITH MEMBER STATES AND SYG, BELIEVED CONDITIONS 
FAVORABLE. DATE OF RESUMPTION COULD BE DECIDED ACCORDING 
TO SAME PROCEDURE, HE EXPLAINED. 

PRES SAID CONSULTATIONS CONTINUING ON MEMBERSHIP OF COMITE 
ON REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS AND ANNOUNCEMENT WOULD 
BE DEFERRED. TURNING TO QUESTION OF ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF 
GUINEA BISSAU BY PORTUGAL, HE SAID QUESTION WOULD BE KEPT 
ON AGENDA OF 29TH GA.

IT *AS DECIDED TO ESTABLISH 40-MEMBER AD HOC COMITE "TO 
EXAMINE ALL VIEWS AND SUGGESTIONS EXPRESSED BY GOVTS ON 
CONVENING WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE AND RELATED 
PROBLEMS" (ITEM 32, A/9360)-UNANIMOUSLY. FOLLOWING VOTE, 

SOV REP MALIK STATED OPPONENTS HAD EXPLOITED QUESTION BUT 
NOW PREPARATIONS COULD GO FORWARD TO CONVENE WDC. GARCIA 
ROBLES (MEXICO), AFTER CLARIFYING SOME POINTS, SAID HE * 
LOOKED FORWARD TO SUCCESS OF AD HOC COMITE. 
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GA AGREED TO ENLARGE 28-MEMBER OUTER SPACE COMITE BY 
ADDITIONAL NINE MEMBERS AND SET GUIDELINES FOR FUTURE 
WORK OF COMITE AND ITS SUBSIDIARY BODIES (ITEMS 30, 31; 

A/9446)— 77-0- 1 0(BLOC, NOT ROMANIA). 

ON IMPLEMENTATION OF DECLARATION ON STRENGTHENING INTERNATIONAL 
SECURITY (SIS), GA VOTED, AMONG OTHER THINGS, 

TO RECOMMEND ESTABLISHMENT OF "EFFECTIVE SYSTEM OF UNIVERSAL 
COLLECTIVE SECURITY WITHOUT MILITARY ALLIANCES" AND URGED 
THAT POLITICAL DETENTE BE EXTENDED TO MILITARY DETENTE. 

IT ALSO REAFFIRMED SOVEREIGN RIGHTS OVER NATURAL RESOURCES 
AND LEGITIMACY OF STRUGGLE OF PEOPLES UNDER ALIEN DOMINATION 
TO ACHIEVE SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE (ITEM 39, 

-/9448). VOTE WAS 97-2(PORTUGAL, SA)-18. DORON (ISRAEL) 

SAID IT WAS SHOCKING DRAFT. SPONSORED BY SEVEN ARAB STATES. 

CAME TO GA IN SHADOW OF WILD TERRORISM AT ATHENS. GDR *SPOKE IN SUPPORT OF*RES, AND ARGENTINA HAD RESERVATIONS. 
MALIK (USSR) STATED DISCUSSION OF ITEM SHOWED SOVIET INITIATIVE 
IN BRINGING MATTER BEFORE GA WAS GAINING GREATER SUPPORT. 

HE WANTED DETENTE EXTENDED TO WHOLE WORLD, AND SAID USSR 
ATTACHED "FIRST IMPORTANCE TO ENDING ACUTE CONFLICT IN 
ME, ON BASIS ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM ALL OCCUPIED ARAB 
TERRITORIES AND PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
RIGHTS AND INTERESTS OF ALL STATES OF REGION", INCLUDING 
PALESTINIANS. 

IN OTHER ACTIONS GA NOTED SC'S ANNUAL REPORT (ITEM 1 1,

KALOSHIN (BYELORUSSIA) INTRODUCED AMENDMENTS (L. 721) 

WHICH WERE REVISED. THEY CALL FOR: NEW SECOND PREAMB PARA, 
"RECALLING DECLARATION ON GRANTING OF INDEPENDENCE TO 
COLONIAL COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES",; IN OP PARA 2, BETWEEN 
"COLONIAL" AND "OCCUPATION", INSERT "OR ALIEN"; 

INSERT FOLLOWING IN OP PART AS NEW OP PARA 3 "CALLS UPON 
ALL STATES CONCERNED TO PROHIBIT EXPROPRIATION OF WORKS OF 
ART FROM TERRITORIES STILL UNDER COLONIAL OR ALIEN 
DOMINATION;", AND OP PARA 3 ACCORDINGLY WOULD BECOME 
OP PARA 4. 

GREEK REP LOOKED FORWARD TO "ACQUIRING COUNTRIES" RISING 
ABOVE MONETARY CONSIDERATIONS OF WORKS OF ART AND SUPPORTING 
RES. CISSE (MALI) SUPPORTED RES. SCHRAM (ICELAND), 

STATING HE WOULD VOTE FOR IT, ADDED HIS DEL WAS AWARE 
CERTAIN WORKS OF ART WERE TAKEN UNDER PERFECTLY LEGAL 
TRANSACTIONS, WITH FULL REMUNERATION. WANG (CHINA) 

SPOKE OF CHINESE ART AND HISTORICAL RELICS PLUNDERED OR 
DESTROYED BY INVADERS AND AGGRESSORS. AND URGED 
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RESTITUTION OF CULTURAL AND ART OBJECTS REMOVED IN THIS 
WAY. 

BUCKLEY SAID US HAD DEMONSTRATED ITS CONCERN OVER ILLICIT 
MOVEMENT OF NATIONAL ART TREASURES. USDEL REGRETTED IT HAD 
TO ABSTAIN BECAUSE RES WAS "VAGUE, PRESUMPTUOUS, INSCRUTABLE 
AND INADEQUATE." COMPLEXITY OF PROBLEM REQUIRED KIND OF 
ATTENTION COMITE 6 WAS EQUIPPED TO GIVE. IF GA WAS INTERESTED 
IN PREVENTING ILLEGAL IMPORT, EXPORT AND TRANSFER OF 
CULTURAL PROPERTY, IT SHOULD URGE RATIFICATION OF UNESCO 
CONVENTION ON SUBJECT. BUCKLEY THEN SUGGESTED AMENDING OP PARA 
3 BY REFERRING TO 3 1ST INSTEAD OF 30TH SESSION SO ITEM COULD 
BE DISCUSSED ALONG WITH RELATED UNESCO REPORT DUE FOR 
3 1ST SESSION. PRES EXPLAINED BYELORUSSIAN AMENDMENTS NOT 
READY IN ALL LANGUAGES, AND THERE WAS NO OBJECTION 
TO HIS PROPOSAL TO RETURN TO ITEM LATER. 

WHEN GA RESUMED CONSIDERATION OF ITEM, RIOS (PANAMA) 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SAID HIS DEL HAD SOME RESERVATIONS BECAUSE COUNTRY DID NOT 
NEED TO BE "COI .ONI ALLY OCCUPIED" TO BE VICTIM OF TYPE 
MENTIONED. IN HIS OWN COUNTRY, PRE-COLUMBIAN TREASURES 
DISAPPEARED AND FREQUENTLY APPEARED IN FOREIGN MUSEUMS. 

OP PARA 1 WAS ESPECIALLY PERTINENT TO PANAMA. GOP ESTABLISHED 
"DEPT OF HISTORIC HERITAGE" PRECISELY TO STOP ILLEGAL 
EXPORT OF ART OBJECTS AND TO SEEK REPATRIATION OF THOSE 
ALREADY LOST BY "PILLAGE". PANAMA, HE SAID, WOULD 
COOPERATE IN EVERY WAY TO CARRY OUT PROVISIONS OF RES. 

REP OF ZAIRE ANNOUNCED COSPONSORS WOULD ACCEPT BYELORUSSIAN 
AMENDMENTS BUT COULD NOT ACCEPT US AMENDMENT; FACT US 
WOULD ABSTAIN ON OVERALL RES APPEARED TO BE EFFORT TO BLOCK 
APPROPRIATE ACTION TO RESTORE WORKS OF ART TO COUNTRIES 
VICTIMS OF APPROPRIATION. BYELORUSSIAN AMENDMENTS WERE 
THEN APPROVED 104-0-21, AND US AMENDMENT (L.725) REJECTED 
11-78-33. AMENDED RES WAS ADOPTED 1 13-0-17(AUSTRIA, 

BELGIUM, CANADA, DENMARK, FRANCE, FRG, IRELAND, ITALY, 

JAPAN, LUXEMBOURG, NETHERLANDS, NORWAY, PORTUGAL, SA, 

SWEDEN, UK, US). FOLLOWING WERE ABSENT: ISRAEL, MALDIVES, 
MAURITIUS, SIERRA LEONE, SWAZILAND. 

IN EXPLAINING VOTE, BRAZIL*AN REP SAID HE DID NOT BELIEVE 
RE* CONFLICTED WITH CONVENTION, AN* HE SUPPORTED IT IN 
TOTO THOUGH HIS DEL WAS NOT ENTIRELY HAPPY WITH LANGUAGE. 
PORTUGUESE REP STRESSED GOP HAD NOT ACCEPTED ANY IMPLICATIONS 
OF RES WHICH MIGHT IMPINGE ON NATIONAL RIGHTS OF ANY STATE. 
CREMIN (IRELAND) WAS NOT HAPPY WITH SOME LANGUAGE, 

PARTICULARLY OP PARA 1, AND DID NOT BELIEVE THIS WAS CORRECT 
TIME TO MOVE ON QUESTION. SOUTH AFRICAN REP HAD SYMPATHY 
FOR OBJECTIVES OF RES, BUT ABSTAINED BECAUSE OF SOME 
OF LANGUAGE.

ON STANDARDS OF ACCOMMODATION FOR OFFICIAL TRAVEL OF 
UN STAFF BY AIR, GHANA-KENYA-TANZANIA AMEMDMENT (L.624/REV.1) 

TO ADD ASYG'S TO CATEGORY ENTITLED TO TRAVEL FIRST CLASS 
WAS VOTED, AND PRES STATED IT PASSED, 54-38US)-35. 

SAFRONCHUK (USSR) ASKED IF SIMPLE MAJORITY ENOUGH 
FOR FINANCIAL MATTERS, PRES READ RULE 85, USYG MORSE 
STATED IT HAD BEEN TRADITIONALLY HELD THAT TWO-THIRDS 
MAJORITY REQUIRED BY RULE 85 APPLIED TO VOTING ON BUDGET 
ITSELF, AND PRES SAID APPARENTLY RULE DID NOT APPLY TO 
"ONE ASPECT" OF BUDGET. SOV REP DISAGREED, AND VOTE ON
